A TRIUMPH OF LAW AND SENSE 


Which Strengthens the Decree 
That the Republicans 
Must Go. 


October 15.—-The most impor- 
tant decision rendered by the supreme 
court of the United States to-day, was 
that in the five cases, commonly known as the 
civil rights cases, which were submitted to the 
court on printed arguments abouta yearago. The 
titles of these cases, and the states from which they 
came, are as follows: 

No. 1, The United States against Murray Stanley, 
from the United Statescircuit court forthe district 
of Kansas. 

No. 2. The United States against Miehael Ryan, 
from the United States circuit court fer the district 
of California. 

No. 3. The United States against Samuel Nichols, 
from the United States circuit court for the western 
district of Missouri. 

No. 26. The United States against Samuel D. Sin- 
gieton, fromthe United States cirtuit court, from 
the southern district of New York. 

= No. 28, Richard A. Robinson and wife against the 
Memphis and Charleston railroad company, from 
the United States circuit court forthe district of 
‘Tennessee. 

These cases were all based on the first and secomd 
sections of the civil rights act of 1875, and were 
respectively prosecutions under that act for not 
admitting certain colored persons to equal accom - 
modationus and privileges in inns or hotels, iu rail- 
road cars and in theatres. 

THE DEFENSE SET‘UP. 

The defense set up in every case was the alleged 
unconstitutionality of the law. The first and 
second sections of the act, which were the parts 
directly in controversy, are as follows; 

section 1. Thatall persons within the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States shall be entitled to the full 

nd equal enjoymentof accommodations, advanta- 
ges, facllities and privileges of inns, public convey- 
auces on land and water, theatres, and other place; 
of public amusements, subject only to the condi- 
tions and limitations established by law, and 
applicable alike to citizens of every race and color, 
regardless of any previous conditions of servitude. 

second section provides that any person who vio- 
lates the first section shall be liable to a forfeit of 
five hundred dollars for each offense, to be recov- 
ered in civil action, and also to a penalty of from 
ive Lundred to one thousand dollars fire, or im-. 
prisonment from thirty days to one year, to be en- 
forced in criminal prosecution. Extensive juris- 
diction is given to the district and circuit courts 
of the United States in the cases arising under this 
law. Therights and privileges claimed by and de- 
nied to colored persons in these cases were full and 
equal accommodations in hote!s, in ladies’ cars on 
rail owds, and in the dress circles in theatres. 

THE HOLDING OF THECOURT. 

The court ina long and carefully prepared opin- 
ion by Justice Bradley, holds lst,—That congress 
had no constitutional authority to pass the sections 
in question under either the 13th or. l4th 
amendment of the constitution; 2d, that the lith 
amendment is prohibitory upon the states only, and 
that the legislation authorized to be adopted by 
congress for enforcing that amendment, is not 
direct legislation on matters respecting which the 
States are prohibited from making or enforcing 
certain laws or doing certain acts, but is corrective 
legislation necessary or proper for counteracting 
and tedressing the effect of.such laws or acts. That 
in forbidding the states, for example, to deprive 
any p of life, liberty or property, without due 
process of law, and giving congress power to en- 
force prohibition, it was not intended to give 
congrcss power to provide due process of law for 
the protection of life, liberty and property, which 
would embrace almost all subjecs of legislation, 
butto provide modes of redress for counteracting 
the operation and effect of scate laws obnoxious to 
prohibition. Third, that the 13th amendment 
gives no power to congress to. pas section 
referred, because that amendment relates only to 
slavery and involuntary servitude which it abol- 
ishes, aud gives congress power to pass laws for its 
enforcement; that this power only extends to the 
subject matter of the amendment itself, namely: 
Slavery and involuntary servitude, and the neces- 
sary incident and consequences of these conditions; 
thatit has nothing to do with different races or 

olors, but only refers to slavery, the legal equal- 
ity of the diiferent races and classes of citizens 
being provided for in the fourteenth amendment, 
hich prohibits the states from doing anything to 
nterfere with such equality; thatit is no infringe- 
ment.f the thirteenth amendment to refuse to any 
person the equal accommodations and privilege of 
an inn or place of public entertainment, how- 
ever it may be viviative of his legal rights; that it 
imposes upon him no badge of slavery or involun- 
tary servitude, which imply some part ofsubjection 
of one persou to another and incapacity incidental 
thereto, such as inability to hold property, to make 
contracts, to be parties in court, etc.; and that of 
the original civil rights act, which abolished these 
incapacities might be supported by the 13th amend- 
meut. itdoes not, therefore, follow that the act 
of 1875 can be supported by it. Fourth—That this 
decision affe cts only the validity of the lawin th 
states, not in the territories or the district of Co- 
lumbia, where the legislatiye power of congress is 
unlimited, and it does uot undertake to decide 
what congress might or might not do, under the 
power toregulate commerce with foreign nations, 
and amongst the several states, the law not being 
drawn with any such view. Fifth—That therefore 
it is the opinion of the court that the first and sec- 
ond sections of the act of congress of March Ist, 
1575, entitled ‘‘an act to protect all citizens in their 
civil and legal rights,’’ are unconstitutional and 
void, and judgment should be rendered upon the 
indictments accordingly. | 
JUDGE HARLAN’S DISSENT. 

At the conclusion of the reading of Judge Brad- 
ley’s opinion, which occupied more than an hour, 
Justice Harlan said that under ordinary circum- 
stances and in ordinary cases he should hesitate to 
setup his individual opinion in opposition to that 
of his eight colleagues, but in view of what he 
thought the people of this country wished to ac- 
complish, what they tried to accomplish, and what 
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they believed they had accomplished, by means of | 


this legislation, he must express his dissent from 
the opinion of the court. He has not had time 
since hearing that opinion to prepare a statement 
of the grounds of his dissent, but he should pre- 


pare and file one as soonuas possible. In the mean- 
time he desired to putupon record this expression 
of his individual judgment.

Another interesting case, involving war 
tion, was also decided by the supreme court to-day, 
namely the case of the United States against Ed- 
ward T. Gale and William ipson, which was 
brought here on certificate division from the circuit 
court of the U nited States for the ot Flerida 
This was a Suit against the supervisor and elerk of

The indictment charged the de- 
misconduct as election offiters. 
the billotbox with raudu 
and abstracting tickets” which 
had been voted. The was that sections 
Sol2and 5515 of the revised statutes, upon which 
the indictment was based, and section 820, under 
which was chosen the grand jury by which the in- 
dictment was found, were unconstitutional and 
void. The court disposes of the tirst part of the 
defense very brietly, by saying the question of the 
validity of s€ctions 5512 and 5515 has already been 
decided by this courtinthe case of sSiebald acd 
Clarke 100 United States, °7:-3°), and was deter- 
mined in favor of their vadidity. Section 820, 
upon which the second part the 
defense was based, contains the statement 
of causes for disqualification and challenge of 
grand and petit jurorsin the courts of the United 
Statesas follows: ‘‘Without duress and coercion, 
to have taken up arms orto have joined any ixsur- 
rection orrebellion against the United States; to 
have had adhered to any insurrection or rebellion, 
giving itaidand comfort,’’ etc. In empanelling 
the grand jury which found the indictment against 
the defendant, fuur persons otherwise . com- 
petent were excluded from the panei for 
the causes mentioned in this section. The 
court, after a review of the circumstances as 
shown by the record, deelines to decide whether 
section 820 is valid or not, for the reason that 
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the 
objection to the constitution of the grand jury un- 
der that section was not raised in due time. 

A HISTORY OF THE LAW. 

The court, however, gives a brief history of this 
law, excluding from juries persons who took part 
in the late insurrection, and comments upon it as 
follows: 

“It may be proper tocall attention to the singu- 
lar position of this section, (section 820.) It was 
originally enacted as section 1 of an act passed June 
17th, 1862, entitled ‘‘an act definining the different 
causes of challenge, and prescribing an additional 
oath forgrand and petit jurors in United States 
courts. 12 Statutes, 430,’’ At that time—1862—it 
was no doubt a very proper and necessary law, but 
after the rehabilitation of the insurgent states, the 
proclamation of a general amnesty and the adop- 
tion of the fourteenth amendment, guaranteeing 
equal rights to all cizems of the United States 
there would seem to have been no just reason for 
a continuance of the law, especially by far 
the largest portion ot the citizeus in the 
states lately in rebellion would be 
disqualified under it. Accordingly, by the fifth 
section of the act commonly called the enforcement 
act, passed Avril 20, 1871, 17th statute, 15th con- 
gress, aiter providing that in prosecutions under 
that act no person should be a grand or petit juror 
who should, in the judgment of the cour‘, be in 
complicity. with any combination or conspiracy 
punishable by the provision thereof repealed. 
The said first section of the act of 1862 and the law 
remained in this state until the adoption of the re- 
vised statutes. For some unexplained reason the 
revisers imported the section back again into the 
revised statutes as section 820, altliough it had not 
heen in force for more than two years. It is proba 
ble that the fact of its repeal was overlooked by 
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. congress when the revision was adopted, and it is 


to be hoped that their attentson will be called to it. 
THE QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 

The questions certified by the court below, are 
answered by this court as follows: ‘Itis the opin- 
ion of this court, and it so decides, that the ques- 
tion whether 5,512 and 5,515 of the revised statutes 
of the United States are repugnant toand in viola- 
tion of ihe coustitution of the United States, should 
be answered in the negative, that the question as 
to the validity of section 820 of said 
revised statutes isunnecessary to b2 decided, in-as- 
much as objection to the constitution of the grand 
jury, under that section, was not raised in due 
time, and that the remaining question, namely, 
whether the judgment of this court could be ren- 
dered against the defendants on an indictment 
found by a grand jury empanelled and sworn un- 
der the sections aforesaid, and whether the indict- 
ment aforesaid charges any offenses for which judg- 
ment could be rendered against the defendants in 
this court, under the constitution and laws of the 
United States, should be answered in the aftirma- 
tive. Opinion by Justice Bradley. 


Civil Rights at DeGive's. 
AN IMMENSE AUDIENCE RECEIVED THE SUPREME 
COURT DECISION, 

Above will be found the report of the decision 
rendered yesterday in the supreme court of the 
| nited States on the famous civil rights cases, This 
decision, adyerse tothe right of congress to legis- 
late upon the question of civil rightsinthe states, 
takes on considerable interest in Atlanta, 
from the fact that two notable 
forts to enforce the act Congress 
have recently agitated the public. of these 
was the case cf Moore, the colored man who had 
Manager DeGive arrested and bonded for ejecting 
him from the white people’s portion of the gallery 
at the opera house. The other was the action of Pro- 
fessor Chase in introducing three negroesinto the 
white people’s cars upon the Air- Line railroad. 

CIVIL RIGHTS IN GEORGIA, 

In Georgia the operations of the civil rights bill 
have been invoked but sparingly, and almost 
entirely in cases where the colored people have 
been refused the righton railroads to enter and 
occupy any portion of the cars of a railroad train. 
Several cases of that character have been started 
in the United States courts, but for one cause and 
another have never reached a definitive issue and 
decision, The railroad officials have prevented 
much complaimt upon this line by affording good 
and sufficient accommodations to colored passen- 
gersand keeping them free from the presence of 


white passengers.’ 
AN EARLY DECISION, 


The temper of the Georgia courts was tested early 
in the era of the civil rights act in a case made by 
the intermarriage of a white and a colored person. 
There is a penal law in this state 
against such intermarriages, and this law was 
violated. The-parties thereto were indicted and 
convicted, and the case was taken 
to the supreme court of the _ state. 
That court was then organized by the repub- 
lican administration of Governor Bullock and now 
United States Senator Brown. was the chief justice 
ofthetourt. It wasargued by the counsel for the 
convicted parties that the civil rights bill aud the 
amendments to the constitution protected the par- 
ties and that no law of the state could affix a pen- 
alty to and make a crime of the exercise of the 
rights thus established and guaranteed by con- 
gress. 

Chief Justice Brown delivered the judgment of 
the court inanable and exhaustive opinion, up- 
holding the state law making such marriages crim- 
inal and denying the applicability of the act of 
congress to these internal police regulations of the 
states, 

Since the rendition of the above decision all 
grievances upon the plea of civil rights have been 
carried to the United States courts, and as stated 
above none of these that can now be recalled have 
reached an issue. The case of Manager DeGive

A SINGULAR COINCIDENCE, 

[t is notable that in the DeGive case the prese- 
cutor, Moore, was ejected from the opera house on 
the occasion of the second night’s performance of 
the Haverly troupe last season. Moore took a seat 
in thé part of the gallery assigned to the white 
psoplé and refused to ‘‘shinny on his own side,” 
as it were. The consequence was that the police 
fercibly assisted him to take the fresh air on 
the pavement of the street below. Last night 
the Haverly troupe again occupied the boards for 
their first performance here since the night of the 
ejectment im question. While the end man was 
convulsing the audience wita his latest connn- 
drums, the wires from Washington were busily 
ticking to THE CONSTITUTION the summary of the 
text of the decision above given. Word wasgiven to 
Maneger DeGive that the decision had 
dered, and he was naturally greatly elated over tails 
sudden and complete stoppage of ivil rights 
troubles. 
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A LIVELY DEMONSTRATION, 

Manager Guilick, of the HavePly troupe, went on 
the stage during the finalact an@ got the attention 
uf the vast audience by a wave of his hand. He theh 
announced,inappropriate language~-to the audi- 
énce, the facts in the DeGive case above recited 
and concluded by stating that a 
dispatch to THE CONSTITUTION had just 
brought the welcome news _ that the 
supreme court ofthe United States had decided 
against the civil rights cases from the states, in- 
volving the equai rights of the races to the same 
privileges’in all hotels aud theaters and on rail- 
road trains. 

The audience instantly grasped the full purport 
of the announcement and burst into such a thun- 


der ofapplause as was never before heard within | in response: ‘‘We celebrate, to-night a vic 
_ tory in a most important field, and a victory 


the walls of the operahouse. This was uo soouer 
subsided than it was repeated and prolonged with 
even greater unctiou. The people smiled at 
each other with beaming faces and congratulatioas 
were exchanged all through the audience. It was 
welcome news to every one, excepting only the 
dusky occupants of the colored galleries. These 
were silent and evidently smitten with dum 
founded consternation. Not a note of applause 
came from those solemn rows of benches, and their 
occupants evidently believed that the decision 
meant the total abrogation of the chief blessings 
that are involved in the facts of their emancipation 
and. citizenship. 

The scene in the theater was an inspiriting one 
and exhibited the lively interest which all the 
people haye felt in the matter of the legal effect of 
the provisions of the civil rights act. Many ex- 
pressions of approval of the decision were made by 
those present and after the performance the sub- 
ject was everywhere discussed with interest and an- 
imation. 

SENATOR BROWN’S VIEWS. 

When asked through the telephone what 
thought of the decision, Senator Brown replied: 

“I think itis right decision. because I have 
never doubted the unconstitutionality of the act. 
I do not see how the court could havemade any 
othor decisionand Ihave always felt a certainty 
that when the question came squarely before them 
the y would make the decision they now have made, 
It will have a good effect upon the country, and re- 
sult in the adjustment by.aaéural methods of many 
questions that have been vexatious and irritaing to 
to the public peace.”’ 

WHAT MR. DEGIVE SAID. 

When THE CONSTITUTION courier delivered the 
news to Manager DeGive that gentlemen was sur- 
prised into the unusual act of suspending the cotint 
of the evening’s receipts. 
fied and said: 

“{ would not, fora thousand dollars, have been 
beaten in the case made against me, but I am glad 
that I shall not have to pursue the fight. I believe 
myself that the law was unconstitutional. My 
lawyers said soand | was determined to carry the 
matter to the last court of resort—to the same su- 
preme court of the United States.’’ 

‘If the decision had been the other way, what 
would have been the effect upon your business”’, 

“It would have been ruined. You know the 
white people would not have brought their wives 


and sisters to a place where they were liable to be | 


seated for hours next tocolored people of al! grades, 
from the lowest even tothe best of them. As it is, 
we have given them good places in the theater and 
protected them always in their rights in such 
places, They should be contented there, and now 
I believe they will be.”’ 

INTERVIEW WITH JUDGE H. B. TOMPKINS. 

When the suit Was brought against Mr. DeGive, 
he determined to makeit a test case. He employed 
Judge Henry Lb. Tompkins as his counsel. A Con- 
STITUTION reporter found Judge Tompkins last 
night and asked him what he thought of the de- 
cision? 

“It is what I knewit must be when the 
wus fairly presented to the supreme court. 
Mr. DeGive put his case in my hands 

to get it before the highest tribunal 
without delay. We therefore gave bond 
to the commissioner’s court without a hearing and 
decided to take the case to the circuit court, if nec- 
essary, aud from there to the supreme court, if the 
decision had been against us.”’ 

‘You have kept very quiet about it?”’ 

‘Because we thoughtit best. The danger in all 
these cases has not been somuch the effect of any 
finding of the courts as the danger of mischievous 
agitation of the question involved. I thought it best 
to kcep the case out of the newspapers and carry 
it quietly toa final conclusion, While it remained 
unsettled it Was a menace to every hotel keeper, 
theatrical manager and railroad company in the 
country—in fact, 4 menace to the peace of society 
itself.’’ 

‘But the decision of the court does not surprise 
you 

‘‘Notatall. I was satisfied that the court would 
decide that congress had no right delegated to it by, 
or suggested in, the constitution to legislate upon 
such questions. There is nothing in 
the constitution that justifies the inter: 
ference of congress in the police regulations of 
sovereign states. Iam glad the decision has been 
reached, for while I was perfectly confident of what 
the decision would be when made, much mischief 
might have been done while the country was wait- 
ingforit. Of course this decision settles ail cases 
now pending, and our suit with the others,’’

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THE BATTLE OF BULL RUN. 
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The Opposing Leaders Re vielt the Scene of Carnage— 
Landmarks Destroyed. 


WASHINGTON, October 15.—A number of 
survivors of the first and second batties of Bull 
Run to-day visited the old battlefield with the 
object of refreshing their recollection in regard 
to the position of the different commands 
during engagements and to aid Major Stine 
in the collection of data upon which to found 
a history of the First army corps. The party 
nunibered about one hundred and fifty per- 
sons, among whom were the following: Gov- 
ernor Lucius Fairchild, General Rosecrans. 
Colonel Dudley, General William Birney, 
General Joe Dickinson, General Wood, Cap- 
tainJ. H. Stine, ;Colonel Wm. H. Boyd, 
Colonel Wm, E. Rodgers, Colonel A. W. 
Wood, Colonel C. C. Watson, General M. J. 
Hunt, Major Halstead, Major C. E. Lewis, 
Captain C, D. Crandall and General R. B. 
Ayes. General Longstreet. Colonel Burket, 
Captain Tyler, Colonel Yonsell, Major 
Alexander Hunter and Major Thorn 
ton, of the confederate army, also 
joined the party. A special train conveyed 
the party to Wellington, Va., near the field, 
where they took vehicles and spent the after- 
noon in visiting points of interest. The first 
stop was made at Grovetown. where the 
second battle of Bull Run began on August 
28, 1862 and Governor Fairchild gave a short 
description of the engagement,which he said 
he could not remember with 
distinctness, owing to the lapse of 
time, and to the fact that was somewhat 
frightened when it occurred. His remarks 
were decidedly witty and created much 
mirth. The position of Colonel Dudley's 
command was identified by an ancient 
chickea coop, and this incident also caused a 
hearty laugh. Major Thornton then gave 
a concise and graphic descrip- 
tion ol the first day's battle 
from the confederate standpoint, and 
which was heard with marked. attention by 
the veterans. He said that Hayes’s brigade, 
composed of but four regiments, was the only 
confederate force opposed to the union troops 
on the evening of August 28, I862. Governor 
lairchild stated that six hundred out ef one 
thousand union treops engaged were killed 
in forty-five minutes. Under tbe leadership 
of General hosecrans the party 
then visited the Groveton monument 
Sudley church, the’ old hespital, the stone 
house, the Henry heuse, the scene of Stone- 
wall Jackson’s celebrated stand, railroad cut 
and other historical points. At all of these 
places a few traces remain of the great conflict, 
and with the exception of an occasional shot- 
riddled house and a stray shell turned up by 
plow, there is nothing to remind the visitor 
of the two battles of Bull Run. The entire 
party were pieased with their visit, and the 
results in a histerical point of view, are said 
to be highly satisfaciory.

A Mutilated Engineer Throws the Thrott'e Wide

Bold Attempt of Prisoners to Escape from the County 
Jali— the Jaler Overpowered. 
From the Birmingham Age. 

Several of the prisoners in the county jail 
made a desperate attempt to escape, by which 
Jailer Paul Hagood’s life was seri- 
ously jeopardized, and which was not sup- 
pressed until one of the chief actors was 
twice shot. It has been the practice of the 
jailer, during the day, to turn those prisoners 
in for minor offenses, for the sake of exercise, 
into the corridor upon which the cells open. 
Mr. Hagood was putting the prisoners back 
into the cells, and for that purpose was open- 
ing one in which Jim Massie, colored, was 
confined, when he turned to look at some- 
thing behind him and Massie jumped on his 
back, pressing his arms down by bis side. 
Three of the negroes in the corridor 
came to Massie’s assistance, and while 
one held the jailer the others took his pistol 
and keys from him. They then went to the 
door opening from the corridor upon the 
stairway and began trying the keys to the 
lock in order to open the door. Meanwhile 
Mrs. Hagood, in her room on the lower floor, 
hearing the scuffle above, sent a little negro 
boy up to see what was the matter. The boy, 
finding the prisoners at the corridor door, ran 
down and into the street, where he and the 
cook lent the full force of their voices to lusty 
alarms of ‘‘murder,”’ ‘‘fire,”’ ‘‘help,” and all 
manner of other distress signals. A crowd 
gathered rapidly and rushed up the stair- 
way, but made no effort to arrest the pris- 
oners’ progress until the arrival of Captain 
of Police Porter Lewis, who, attended by 
J. B. Marshal and one other man, pushed up- 
ward into the hall upon which the corridor 
opens. As soon as they reached the head of 
the stairs. Massie leveled his pistol on them 
thorough the bars, but did not fire, as he was 
juston the point of unlocking the door. 
Throwing the latter open he ran into the hall 
and covered Mr. Lewis with his pistol crying at 
the same time, ‘‘Get back, G—d d—n you, I'll 
kill you. I’m going out of here.’’ Mr. Lewis 
was too quick for the negro, however, and 
before the latter could shoot, put a pistol ball 
in him. Thetwo other men also fired at 
Massie, one of the shots hitting him. Mr. 
Lewis's ball wounded him in the leg and the 
other grazing his right arm below the elbow, 
lodged itself in his left shoulder. The negro 
then jumped back into the corridor and be- 
hind the door, and the three men retired to 
the street, where, being reinforced by Police 
man Hamner, Ed Taylor and Jim Scott, they 
returned. As they came in sight Massie fired 
two shots at them, but without effect, and 
then retreated witk the other prisoners into 
his cell, whither the crowd followed and se- 
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conduct yesterday, was regarded as a very bad 
man. He in is jail for horse stealing. The 
name of the negroes who helped him in his 
assault upon the jailer are Lewis Smith, Joe 
Lewis and Henry Robertson. sesides 
these there were three white men 
and two negro women inthe corridor. The 
white men took no part in the~- assault, but, 
they say, dissuaded the negroes from killing 
Mr. Hagood, which assoon as they had se- 
cured him they were disposed to do. After 
getting the keys and before trying the corri- 
dor door, the negroes unlocked all thé cells, 
Mr. Hagood, who had been released in the 
meantime, retired into a cell with a number 
of the prisoners when the intervention from 
the outside occurred. With the exception ot 
a few bruises he escaped unhurt. Massie’s 
wounds are not at all dangerous. Ittook two 
hours to get the prisoners safe in their cells, 
as new locks had to be put on, the keys hav- 
ing been made away with. Duringthe whole 
atfair the female prisoners kept up a deafen- 
ing din of profane and ribald exclamations 
and hysteric screams.

not gathered, like with us, from the stalks when 
fully ripe, after the fodder is picked off and the 
stalks left standing. The gorn ktalks. with the ears 
oD, are-cut and stacked . before ripe 
comes so early that the fodder cennot be gathered 
andcured. The cornis cut at an earlier stage of 
maturity than with us, and dots not make as good 
meal when ground up, lacking the hardness oi our 
corn. Thestalk must be cut at a stage when the 
juices are not dried. The stalks, fodderand ear 
are all therefore harvested together before ripe. 
The stalks are cutinte small pieces and fed to the 
stock. This method makes more forage, but a less 
perfect grain.

NEW YORK, October 15.—With the exception of 
a short spell of firmness at opening, share specula- 
tion to-day was weak and lower. The feature of 
the market has been the depression in Oregon and 
Transcontinental. This stock closed at 47'4 on Sat- 
urday, opened at 47 to-day, rose to 1774, then fell off 
rapidly to 41, closing at 424%. The decline was due 
toabearraid. The stock was depressed it is said, 
for the purpose of forcing the pool to liquidate. 
liuere were very unfavorable rumors after that, 
none of which could be authenticated. The Coal 
shares, particularly Lackawanna, were weaker on 
stories that the Coal presidents had been unable to 
agree upon the matter of production. It was stated 
that Reading and Lackawanna favored working on 
tull time, when Delaware and Hudson and smaller 
operatorsinsisted on restrictions. Lackawanna fell 
off 2% to 115%; Delaware and Hudson 2% to 102%; 
Jersey Central 1%4 to 80; Reading 17, to 494%. The 
bears made comparatively little impression on 
Northern Pacifics. Common opened at 28%, rose to 
2334, declined to 26%4, while preferred, after rising 
1% per cent to 6454, sold down to 62. A number of 
sellers of 30 and 60 day options put out in Oregon 
Navigation and Northern Pacific 1 to 5 per cent be- 
low the price in the regular way. Thegereral mar- 
ket outside of these stocks, while weak, shows on 
special deciines. Compared with Saturday’s close, 
prices are down 54% for Oregon ‘and Transcontinent- 
alat 4244; 1% for Northern Pacific at 26%4; % for

Addre«s of Dr. Thomas & Powe!\—Kemarks by Pro« 
fessor S\aton. 

It is a custom at the Southern medical col- 
lege for each of the professors to deliver an 
address at the-beginning af thesession. Yes- 
terday morning Dr. Thomas S. Powell, one of 
the founders of the institution, spoke to the 
students. His theme was Atlanta. the col- 
lege being brought in incidentally as an evi- 
dence of the city’s growth and prosperity. 
Dr. Powell set forth the commercial impor- 
tance, the social advantages, and the educa- 
tional institutions of Atlanta in a manner 
worthy of the subject. His remarks were 
heard and indorsed not only by the students 
but by a number of prominent citizens who 
Were present. He deciared that Atlanta was 
rapidly advancing to the position of the cos- 
mopolitan center of the state and the south. 
The vigorous spirit of enterprise which en- 
livens and extends every branch of business 
will make its future all that the highest am- 
bition cuuld wish, The statistics of the city’s 
growth were adduced to show how steady and 
solid is its improvement. The doctor very 
Rroperly ranked among all the advantages 
fnd attractions of Atlanta her schools of 
Yarious kinds as deserving of the highest 
COmmendation. These schools and the in- 
fluence of a progressive, liberal press as a kin- 
dred influence are lifting the grade of intelli- 
gence, refining the morals and confering 
untold blessings on the people of all classes. 
Of the Southern medical college he spoke with 
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ride. Its success has been 
remarkable and its hopes were never so high 
as they are now. 

To the students the doctor spoke in a very 
ellective way. Their duty to the profession 
they have chosen, to society and to them- 

elves was finely portrayed. The influence of 
woman in its purity and strength is a power 
which every true man must feel if he would 
reach the highest success.

AN BSCAP& FROM JAIL. 


Dock Boyd, a Wounded Prisoner, Scaies a High 
Fence, But la KRecaptured. 

Dock Boyd made his escape from Fulton 
county jail Sunday morning, but was re- 
captured again yesterday morning by Sherilf 
Perkerson and Deputy Sheriff Green, Boyd 
was committed to jail about two months ago, 
The charge against him was larceny, and he 
was known to be a had character. A few 
nights previous to [ -yd’s arrest Mr. Bart 
Gienn, of Kirkwood, discovered that some 
one was pilfering his chicken house, and 
arming himself with a shotgun he proceeded 
to investigate. The result of the investiga- 
tion. was a contactjwith the thief, at whom Mr. 
Glenn shot and, subseq juent events disclosed, 
wounded the thief quite badly. Boyd’s arrest 
was effected while he was confined to his bed 
from the effects of a handful of shot fired at 
him by Mr. Glenn. When he was taken to 
the Fuiton county jail his Wounds were 
of a nature to prohibit close confinement and 
he was placed in the “jail hospital’’ which is 
inthe yard. The yardis surrounded bya 
very high fence and this together with Boyd’s 
wounds were thought to be asufficient guar- 
rantee that hecould not escape. Saturday 
night about one o’clock when the night 
watchman at the jail made his tour of inves- 
tigation Boyd wasapparently asleep but when 
the guard went his rounds again at three 
Sunday morning Boyd was gone. An 
examination of the premises led to the con- 
clusion that Boyd escaped. by scaling the high 
fence. Sheriff Perkerson was notified of the 
escape as soon alter it was detected as possi- 
ble, and he and his deputy, Mr. Green, began 
laying their plans for Boyd’s recapture. Sun- 
day they obtained a clue which they worked 
successfully. By some means they ascer- 
tained that a negro man who was friendly to 
Boyd knew where he was hiding. 

‘hey shadowed the man and _ yesterday 
morning discovered when he carried Boyd 
his breakfast they followed him. Inaclump 
of bushes near Ponce de Leon springs the 
sheriff and his deputy came upon the two ne- 
groes and quickly made them prisoners. Sub- 
sequent to their arrest the negro who had be- 
friended Boyd informed Mr. Green that he 
had a bundle secreted near the spring which 
he wanted, Mr. Green agreed to accompany 
the darkey to the place where the bundle 
was, and while they were absent boyd 
sprang upon Sheriff Perkerson and tried to 
disarm him, but the sheriff's dander was up, 
and witha single blow from his right shoul- 
ger he ‘downed’ Boyd, who is now in jail 
again,

VERDICT. 


The Verdict in a Test Case from Among the Numerous 
Water Works Sulte. 

For several days past the case of Nat Carroll 
vs. the city of Atlanta has been on trial in 
the superior court. This simple statement 
has conveyed no idea to the public of the im- 
portance to the people of the issues involved 
in the suit. This isone of the twenty-five 
cases brought by persons living on lands 
bordering on South river, and who claim 
that their lands and their grow- 
ing crops heve from time to time, been in- 
jured and ruined by the overflows of the river, 
caused by the opening of the waste pipe of 
the reservoir of the Atlanta water- 
works. Theamoutt of damages claimed in 
these cases aggregates about $100,000. If the 
cases, upon &tes!,should be decided adversely 
tothe city and have to be submitted to the 
decisions of petit juries purely upon the ques- 
tion of amounts, itis fair to say that the tax- 
payers f Atlunta would have to pay 
out in damages at least $50,000, 
Hence the case of ( generally as; 
sumed to be atest verdict has 
been looked for with gh considerable in- 
terest by those who were apprised of its bear- 
Ings upon the large bate h of pending suits. 

ihe facts in the case were that Mr. Carrol! 
occupied leased land on the banks of South 
river about nine miles below the waterworks 
dam. On the 4th August 1877, after atremen- 
dous rain, the waste pipe of the reseryor was 
opened to clear the pond of muddy water. 
lt was claimed that this giving vent to the 
waters raised South river until it overtlowed 
the lands of Carroil and destroyed his crops. 
For the attendant loss he sued the city and 
laid bis damages at a fraction less than $1,000. 

The case was carefully and faithfully tried. 
Colonel Frobel and C itv Engineer Angier 
made careful surveys and maps to illustrate 
the evidence in the case, tests were made at 
the waterworks by subsequent openings of the 
waste pipe and all the points in the 
case were fully investigated and developed. 
The trialand arguments were conducted by 
Mr. T. P. Westmoreland and Colonel M. A. 
Candler for the plaintiff, and’ Mr. P. L My- 
natt, Colonel W. T. Newman and Mr. FE. A. 
Angier, city attorney, for the defendant. The 
speeches were able and earnest ones, and were 
heard by the jury with marked attention. 
Judge Hammond delivered a carefully pre- 
pared and comprehensive charge to the jury. 

The jury soon returned a verdict in tavor 
of the city. The effect of this verdict, if it 
shall stand, will be the quashing of most of 
the pending suits, as it will fix the law in 
such cases of damage, and establish the right 
of the city to erect and manage its water 
works system according to the charter provis- 
ions, 

The plaintiff will carry the case to the su- 
preme court for review, and the decision 
there will furnish the rule for further pro- 
ceedings in these cases and for future litiga- 
tion of like character. Those who are well 
informed upon the precedents say that the 
decision of yesterday will be affirmed in the 
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supreme court. Counsel for the plaintiff 
hope to reverse it and establish the principle 
that the city is responsibie for the damage 
caused by overflows produed as alleged in the 
cases at bar.
